1920 and is supported by a gov- 


ernment appropriation. It num- 
bers among its members the lead- 
ing physicians of British medica! 
science. The work which prom- 
ises such brilliant achievement has 
been carried out at Mount Vernon, 


Hampstead. The men who have 


been chiefly responsible for cancer 
research work are J. E. Barnard, 
secretary of the Royal Microscopi- 
cal Society; Dr. W. E. Gye and Dr. 


Preliminary reports say that 
while. of course, no claim to have 
found a cure is made yet, the new 


step is considered to represent the 


biggest stride yet made toward suc- 
ceasful treatment of the cancer af- 
fliction, which has baffled medical 


science for centuries. 


Many thousands of scientists who 
have been working at the cancer 
problem have entertained § the 
theory that the disease was catsed 


by a minute organism and the work 


of the Medical Institute indicates 
that the reason i hag not 


found is due to imperfection of the 
microscopes used. In New York 
special use has been made of a 
new apparatus. Only by extremely 
technical methods have the Brit- 
ish scientists teen able to observe 
the organism which it is said one 


can see only as disturbances in rays 


of light. 
DETAILS GUARDED 
The three British scientists made 
use of knowledge gained from re- 
search work i: several other coun- 
tries, including the United States. 
Experiments have been made with 


birds and mammals, especially 
mice, it being found possible to’ 
induce cancerous growths by new | 
methods much mere quickly than |

The patron saint of 
the village of Nopalera was stolen from a church by enemies of the 


village and taken to mountains where it waa tried at summary court

gave the village of Nopalera pros- 


perity was objected to by inhabit- 
ants of other Indian towns who 


charged Nopalerans were getting 
rich through protection of thw 
saint while other Indians were be- 
coming poorer. Trou between 
the Zapoteca Indians of Nopalera 
and Misteca Indians of Santiago 
Nuyoo and San Pedro Yosotato 
were taken to court. Zapotecs In- 


dians of Nopalera charge that 


since 1913 the Muixteca Indians 


have been assaulting the village, 


stealing cattle. Nopalera is in the 
district of Puetia. The Zapoteca In- 
dians charge that in 1913 Mixtecas 
‘raided the village, killing a num- 


ber of inhabitants. In 1914 they 


again attacked the town, stealing 


the patron saint and several other 


emall saints from a church, burn- 
ing the schoo! municipal building, 
killing a number of citizens and 


and ordered executed by a firing squad. 


For many years Zapoteca Indians 


searched the mountains for the 
stolen saints, lately discovering the 
saints had been tried by Indians 
and executed. Zapotecas also 
claim that with disappé@rance of 
the saints the village has lost its 
prosperity and is unable to defend 
itself against Mix‘ece Indians.
